THEY WHITE FIR. 


It is Making Friends and Promises to 
de Held More Valuable than it has 


A strong prejudice has always ex- 


| isted in the minds of sawmill men and 


dealers against the tree which abounds 
more abundantly than‘Any other, ex- 
cept one, on the eastern slope of the 
Sierra, and perhaps stands first in 
point of numbers on the other side, 
The white fir has been considered the 
poorest of all her tribe, both as a 
building material and as fuel. It was 
said to rot very quickly in the ground, 

and for that reason made poor rail- 
road ties... Its grain is coarse and the 
knots are very hard. so it does not 
dress well, is another objection to it, 
That a long exposure to the air makes 
it almost as hard as iron, and it ia ia- 
possible to drive a nail into it; when 
burned in a stove or grate it snaps and 
frizzes, throwing out a constant shower 
of sparks and burning up anything in 
its reach. It has laid many a good 

house in ashes, and the carpets it has 
ruined would cover the county. its 
heating qualities are so inferior that 
the railroad discriminates against it 

twenty-five cents a cord in favor of 
pine. It catches fire slowly, as its sap 
is not so imflammable as the pine. It 
has no pitch or turpentine to speak of, 
and if anyone wants to see a mad en- 
gineer or fireman, let them get ona 
locomotive loaded up with green fir 
wood. 

Notwithstanding all these disad- 
vantages it has been been found that 
there are places for which the despised 
white fir is peculiarly fitted, and it is 
rising in the estimation of its ac- 
quaintances slowly but surely. Its 
strong tough fiber hold a nail likea 
vice, and it is nized now that no 
other rafters will Pang to the shingles 
so hard in a wind storm. For stud- 
ding it is equal to any timber that 
grows. It stands firm and never sags 
or slivers, and if the rustic is well 
nailed on, so that no sunshine or wind 
can get through, it makes a wall good 
for a century. It makes better fenc- 
ing than pine, for it warps less. The 
use of a wood for railroad ties is 
one of the severest tests it can have. 
The constant hammering of the wheels 
upon the rails soon wears away a soft 
or inferier wood, and the pressure on 
curves gives the rail a motion which 
will loosen the spikes unless they 
are held firmly. The Central Pacific 
is now making some experiments with 
white fir. with an idea of using it for 
ties on the desert. The heart of a 
white fir tree is said to be well suited 
for the purpose. It is likely that the 
vast forests of white fir may be a 
source of wealth to unappreciative 
owners.
